"U la almpb 
imperative that llii' iiiiMl and mill' 
should be Inspm ti ll . ami wbeicvei 
any tainted meat m iiiii"iic milk i- 
found. It ahould be immediately de- 
rtroyad. At least half of the tuber- 
culoaia In the children is caused by 
impure milk, and it la incranalns all 
the liaio. To think of the proapacta 
of our beliiK lt!ft to the mercy and 
avarice iif unacrupuloiis milk Ot' 
meat doalera would appall anyone 
who knew Just what It meana.
